Incidentally, Mussolini is using his gold to buy silver in the world 
market. He has become our only competitor at the cash silver counter. 


PROMISE You can rest assured that the silver purchase policy will 

be continued on a “reasonable” basis for the present. The 
best authority on that subject says purchases will be continued to sus- 
tain the market and that the ultimate price goal of $1.29 an ounce will 
be reached probably within a year. 

The foremost New Dealers do not share the enthusiasm of some of 
the silver economists, who think that all money evils can be cured that 
way, but they are pledged to the policy and will follow through with it. 
Off the record, they admit that politics required its adoption, but, as 
they see it, the expenditure for silver purchases is a small price to pay 
to prevent inflation. 

The highest authorities now see a possibility that the silver pur- 
chase fund may develop into the world’s greatest influence for peace. 
As they reason it, our accumulation of gold and silver may eventually 
increase our financial influence to such an extent that we may be able 
to direct the world money structure, on which war is based. At least 
this is what- they tell themselves in their gropings for valid excuses for 
the silver policy.

Few- 
mean more deer.

The panther 
is slated to become a rare animal in 
Florida if hunters flock in here after 
them. What if the big cats do get 
deer? 1 would like to see them pro- 
tected at the expense of deer, for they 
are separate as a species from the 
western lion. Mankind, to reiterate, 
has no right whatsoever to wipe out 
any other species and that goes for 
the Florida lion, even if it kills 4 
deer every week for every single 
specimen in the poinsettia state. Do 
you believe that the lion should be 
penalized for killing deer, his natural 
prey?

Health Talk |

A technician who works in a clinic 
says of the basal metabolism test: 
‘Taking the metabolism rate with a 
machine! Although I am paid to do 
it, I still think it is the bunk, so 
to speak ... The psychological effect 
on the patient... the strange look- 
ing contraption .. .” 

I still think it is the bunk my- 
self. But remember I’m just a quaint 
old door-to-door doctor and what I 
don’t know about newfangled gadgets 
fills huge libraries. But I’ve cautious- 
ly or cagily approached a good many 
real doctors and hotcha specialists on 
this basal metabolism thing, and 
feel it my duty to tell the world they 
have completely failed to sell me the 
test. Mind, manufacturers and agents, 
I am not finding fault with the ma- 
chine. The machine looks swell to 
me, and they tell me it is quite ac- 
curate. J am merely telling readers 
who still have any confidence in my 
judgment, that I can’t see what earth- 
ly use a basal metabolism test is to 
physician or patient. Even if a B. M. 
reading came with each wad of chew- 
ing gum I wouldn’t bother with it if 
I chewed gum. 

The clinical technician further re- 
ports (I have scouts everywhere, 
brothers) that in a meeting of a met- 
ropolitan dental society recently there 
was a hot discussion of the irksome 
habit of a certain health column con- 


| ductor, calling dentists “dentors.” Still, 


no one holds good dentistry in higher 
esteem than I do, and I never neglect 
an opportunity to warn others against 
monkeying with bargain dentistry and 
the makeshifts of dental quacks. 

An eastern dental surgeon calls my 
attention to a filthy, insanitary prac- 
tice of many dentists, namely the im- 
proper use of waste receivers or re- 
ceptacles at the chair. Many dentists 
use the same receptacle for patient 
after patient, plunging the waste car- 
rying instruments into this highly in- 
fectious material and carrying the in- 
strument into the mouth again. Every 
patient should have and is entitled to 
a sanitary or sterile receptacle, free 
from other patients’ waste, at all 
times. Publicity about this would, in 
the dental surgeon's opinion, do a 
great deal to prevent mouth infection 
and the spread of numerous diseases. 
Patients’do not have to tolerate this 
malpractice. 

I am ashamed to say it who 
shouldn't, but to save me I could not 
tell at this moment whether my own 
dentist—excuse the error, | mean my 
dentor—uses an individual receptacle 
for each patient, and I imagine I'd 
notice such things more readily than 
would the average patient. However, 
the suggestion is certainly a good one. 
The dental surgeon knows the impor- 
tance of asepsis, absolute cleanliness, 
and every physician. surgeon or den- 
tor should take the same view. 

Now on second thought I do recall 
that my own dentor uses a receptacle 
of a combustible nature, so that when 
he finishes work the whole business is 
removed and a fresh one placed on the 
stand for the next patient.

The tentative bill would not 
disturb the norma! rate, but increase 
the surtax to 54 per cent. 

Under existing law. all income over 
$1,000,000 is taxed 63 per cent, in- 
cinding the normal 4 per cent levy.

WASHINGTON, July 25.—(>)— 
Efforts of four Alabama cities to 
build public power distribution sys- 
tems with public works money bogged 
flown again in the courts today.

the next 48 hours. ‘There is every 
indication it will uphold the. position 
of Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
and Mr. MacDonald, though shifting 
the basis from the Ball’s Ferry project 
to more general grounds revolving 
around the authority of the public 
roads bureau to approve or disapprove 
programs of state highway projects 
built out of federal funds. 

Original Program. ~~ 

The program which Representative 
Vinson announced he would urge to- 
day is the same 4s that drawn up 
by Secretary Wallace and Mr. Mac- 
Donald at the time plans were first 
considered for government interven- 
tion in the state highway row. Orig- 
inally it had been planned to launch | 
the program around the first of July, 
but action was deferred in the hope 
of reaching some compromise that 
would eliminate the necessity for such 
drastic course. 

Subsequently Governor Talmadge 
himself came to Washington for a 
series of conferences on the subject 
with President Roosevelt, Secretary of 
Commerce Roper and Mr. MacDonald. 
He was preceded by Clark Howell, 
publisher of The Constitution, who ar- 
ranged and participated in the con- 
ferences acting in the role of inter- 
mediary in an effort to adjust differ- 
ences between the Governor and the 
national administration. 

Although the Roosevelt and Roper 
conferences were marked by a display 
of cordiality on both sides, Governor 
Talmadge found himself unable to 
agree with Mr. MacDonald on final 
terms for release of the state funds, 
with the result that he returned to 
Atlanta leaving the situation still 
deadlocked. Waiving most of the other 
points at issue, an invitation for re- 
lease of the funds was held out to 
the state executive if he would consent 
to building the foundations of the 
bridge this year, deferring work on 
the superstructure until 1956, a propo- 
sition he rejected. 

Means Political War. 

Should the Roosevelt administra- 
tion move to open direct dealings 
with the individual counties over tne 
heads of the State Highway Board, 
bitter»,political warfare of a more 
intensé form than heretofore witnessed 
would be sure to follow between the 
President and the Georgia governor, 
already listed as one of the most 
outspoken critics of the democratic 
New Deal. 

Also the issue would seemingly be 
sealed as relates to whatever political 
ambitions Governor Talmadge may 
have next year when his present term 
expires. Administration forces wouid 
be certain to throw the full weight 
of their influence back of some candl- 
date opposing the Governor either

Still another speculative factor is 
the presidential preferential primary 
in Georgia next spring. Various re-

“The Governor points with pride to 
the fact that the state of Georgia has 
no bonded indebtedness and_ that 
other states have incurred state debts 
in the building of their main roads. 
This, however, does not stand the 
test of truth except in very technical 
sense. For more than a decade the 
counties of Georgia have supported 
through their credit and through the 
issuance of county bonds the building 
of state roads. The state is now ac- 


well known, more than $26,000,000. 
By a_ constitutional amendment 
adopted in 1931 this debt tothe coun- 
ties was recognized arfd repayment to 
the counties ordered at the rate of 
10 per cent annually, beginning in 
March, 1936. This will mean that 
next March the state must be in a 
— to pay the counties $2,600,- 


“The Georgia law of 1919 promised 
repayment to the counties. The Coun- 
ty Commissioners’ Association secured 
the passage of the law by the 1935 
general assembly to provide definite 
payment dates and to establish a re- 
serve of state highway income to meet 
these payments in and after 1936. 
This law had the unanimous backing 
of the county commissioners. It was 
passed by the general assembly but 
it was vetoed by the Governor. Does 
this mean that repaxament of the $2,- 
600,000 will not be made to the coun- 
ties next year? There are in the 
state arovind 80.000 miles of public 
roads umder the charge of the counties. 
No appropriation bill was enacted by 
the last general assembly. The state 
and county tax levies for 1936 and 
1937 are confronted with serious con- 
stitutional barriers. The 15-mill 
property tax limitation constitutional 
amendment comes before the general 
election in 1936. If this is adopted 
where do the counties go for funds to 
improve the 80,000 miles of road? 

Interest of State. 

“Under these conditions would it 
not be in the interest of the people 
of the state if the work relief funds 
to the extent of some $10,000,000 were 
made available for the use of the coun- 
ty commissioners for the improvement 
of local roads? These roads face an 
uncertain future. It does not appear 
that there will be sufficient fundls to 
maintain them in their present condi- 
tion to say nothing of the much-needed 
improvements. 

“Therefore, in view of the fact that 
the secretary of agriculture has found 
that the state of Georgia is without 
a satisfactory highway department and 
as the rules and regulations approved 
by the President permit in such cases 
that the funds ‘shall be administered 
by the secretary of agriculture, I shall 
urge that Georgia's allotment of road

GLASS ASSAILS VIEWS 
OF ECCLES ON MONEY 


Attack Heard in Senate as 
Deposit Insurance Law 
Is Made Permanent. 


WASHINGTON, July 25-—f)— 
The senate heard today a blistering 
attack by Senator Glass on the mone- 
tary views of Governor Marriner S. 
Eccles o fthe Federal Reserve Board. 

Then, with a burst of speed it ap- 
proved the first title of the bank bill 
making permanent the temporary de- 
posit insurance law. 


Supporters of the compromise meas- 
ure, which gives the Reserve Board 
majority control over the nation’s 
credit needs, won the first test when 
they defeated an attempt by Senator 
Murphy to strike out a provision re- 
uiring state banks with deposits of 

1,000,000 or moré to become mem- 
bers of the reserve system by July 
j1, 1937, in order to retain deposits 
insurance. ' 

The Iowan’s motion was rejected by 
a voice vote and then the entire title 
one approved. Under that section de- 
posits up to $5,000 would be insured. It 
also lowers the annual assessment on 
insured banks to one-twelfth of 1 per 
cent of total deposits and provides 
for suspension of assessments when 
the insurance fund reaches $500,000,- 
000, to be resumed when the fund is 
impaired 15 per cent. 

Nye Offers Substitcte Plan. 

With approval of this title, the 
heart of the bill placing control over 
credit im a Federal Reserve Board 
of seven and five representatives of 
the Regional Reserve Banks was tak- 
en up. Senator Nye offered a sub- 
Stitute providing for a government- 
owned central bank. Its defeat was 
predicted by democratic leaders. 

Glass denied the bill was “an ad- 

ministration” measure. He declared 
he was “amused” at Governor Eccles” 
Proposal] to prevent inflation through 
delegation of more power to the Re- 
serve Board than the compromise pro 
vides “because of all the inflationists 
in this country he has exceeded the 
croup. 
“It is suggested,” Glass asserted, 
“that the chief advocate of title on 
is if a nervous state of anxiety leat 
we should have inflation in this coun- 
try He wants to prevent inflation 
and deflation. 

_ ‘Well, we already have more defla- 
tion than may be remedied in the next 
10 or 20 years to come. As for in- 
flation, I’m amused that the sponsor 
of this bill wants to prevent inflation, 
because of all the inflationists he hag 
exceeded the group.” 

Eccles’ “Inexperience” Cited. 

Glass said that Eccles, the “newest 
member of the board, never had a dav’s 
association with a Federal Reserve 
bank in his life, bet proceeded within 
90 days after his nomination to pro- 
or pape srainee changes in the sys- 
em. 


D The Virginian added that the board 
has never had a magician in its mem- 
bership and hasn’t got one now.” 

Discussing the provision barring in- 
terlocking directorates except to per- 
mit a commercial or private banker 
to serve on his own ard and the 
board of “one” other bank, Glass spoke 
of “Jealousy” on the part of an un- 
named New York banker of some of 
his private banking competitors. 


“The gentleman who has made the 
most furore about this provision,” he 
said, “is a great banker whose insti- 
tution engaged in more vicious and 
hurtful transactions than any other 
bank on the American continent and 
lost millions of dollars in the process, 

“He seems to entertain a jealousy 
of one or two private bankers in his 
city, and, through his jealousy of them 
and enmity toward them, le has stir- 
red up a fuss about this interlocking 
director provision which permits com- 
mercial and private bankers to serve 
on one other bank board.” 

Nye’s proposed substitute would 
create a “Bank of the United States 
of America” to be the agency of con- 
gress in issuing money and regulating 
its value, 

Modified to provide for a board of 
directors of 48, one from each state, 
appointed by the President instead 
of elected by popular vote as originale 
ly framed, the central bank idea, ex- 
cept for that change, was that of 
a Charles E. Coughlin, of Dee 
roit.
